| should like to comment on a couple of the con- 
tributions in the February BHN. The area con- 
cemed in the Gresswells' letter was landscaped as a 
children's’ play area. a pleasant oasis of grass and 
trees. Small children plaved there. up and down the 
mounds. and did no harm: and so it was for |5 
years and more. Then came teenagers on their 
BMX bikes. and within as many months it was 
ruined - grass wom away. holes dug. trees broken. 
mud .... it became a real evesore (surely the local 
residents noticed”). The bikers are now turning 
their attention to the next play area. which is 
already becoming scarred by muddy nuts. 

is this fair? Teenagers on bikes can ride any- 
where round the village and to Drv Drayton. and 
into the countryside. too. It is the small children 
who need to play near home. but first they are 
scared off and then their playground is destroved. 

!n the interests of local democracy. | should also 
like to plead for the "forgotten" people. the adults. 
After all. we pay the taxes and get minimum bene- 
fit. It is very pleasant to live in a village. surround- 
ed by grass and trees. with easy access to the coun- 
trvside and escape from cars. However. it is very 
depressing to see it spoiled so. trees broken. grass 
worn away. windows smashed. buildings and 
fences damaged. and litter. litter. litter. everywhere. 

Whilst the Council is having to spend so much 
money trving to stem this tide of depredation. it 1s 
clearly unlikely that they could afford expensive 
facilities for the amusement of teenagers. It is a 
pity that the vounger villagers (and perhaps others) 
cannot make this obvious connection. and one must 
nave sympathy for the Parish Clerk. In any case. as 
things stand at present. no facility is likely to last 
long. Interest would decline and it would be van- 
dalised - | remember what happened the last time a 
skateboard ramp was provided in the Village!

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Having read the letter in the BHN last month 
about the removal of the mounds between Almond 
Grove and Gladeside. | feel obliged to clarify a few 
of the points raised. 

Firstly. the decision to remove the mounds and 
repair the grass under the Winter Maintenance 
Programme was made at the October parish 
Council meeting following complaints about the 
state the ground had got into: the words "mud 
heap" spring to mind. not to mention the disruption 
caused to some of the other neighbours living 
around the area. Whilst 1 can understand the 
youngsters’ disappointment. that area of the village 
Was never intended to be for that kind of activits 

Secondly. the Council has never received plans 
for permanent jumps and ramps from the voung- 
sters. Several voung lads came to a meeting with 
ideas that they had for one to be built. It became 
apparent very early on in the discussions that these 
lads had very specific tvpes of ramps in mind: 
shapes. structure and materials. etc that only those 
involved in the sport could possibly understand. It 
was agreed that to get what they actually wanted it 
would be better if they came back with plans and 
quotes for their ‘ideal ramp' and the Parish Council 
would then give it their fullest consideration. That 
was on 16th May - we are still waiting for the 
plans. It may interest vou to know that one of these 
young men was Toby Gresswell - co-author of the 
letter in last month's BHN. My husband offered 
over a month ago to produce proper designs on a 
CAD system if they supplied him with rough draw - 
ings. | would even ring round for quotes on maten- 
als. We are still waiting. Would vou spend £6.000 - 
£8.000 without proper quotes?

Precept 

the Councillors agreed that the Precept for 
1997/8 should be £53.800 - the same as the previ- 
ous vear.

Safer Village Initiative 

The Parish Council are working in conjunction 
with the Police to implement this initiative involv- 
ing EVERYONE in the Village. The first step will 
be a survey in next month's BHN. to be completed 
by residents and returned to the Council ( the 
request for residents' suggestions regarding Village 
facilities. in December's issue. only generated 1! 
replies!). Safer Village Initiative will only stand a 
chance of working if EVERYONE participates. 

Skateboard/BMX Ramp 

The Parish Council are still awaiting plans and 
suggested site. area and costings. etc from those 
interested in this facility. 

Resignation of Councillor 

Mrs D.Pora has tendered her resignation from 
the Parish Council. A co-option will therefore be 
held at the next full meeting. Anyone interested in 
becoming a Parish Councillor should contact the 
Clerk in the first instance. 

Provision of cemetery 

As soil testing investigative work is proving very 
costly. the Parish Council will be requesting the 
church to pay for this. as they made the request. 

Security Services 

It was agreed that a private security firm will be 
emploved on a 2 month trial for a guard with a dog 
to carry out patrols of the central areas of the vil- 
lage at night. 

Relocation of Council Office 

Owing to the constant problem of vandalism and 
threats to the Parish Council. the Council Office at 
the Old Farmhouse is now closed. Alternative 
premises are being sought. 

Youth Facilities - Old Farmhouse 

The alterations to the buildings are scheduled to 
start in 3 months. once the County Council have 
received the relevant competitive tenders for the 
work.
